Freed in Cleveland, the Dick Co., 
and its wholly-owned Canadian 
subsidiary, M i m e o g r a p h Co., 
Ltd , were shorn of patents, a 
registered trademark, “Mimeo­ 
graph,” and its selling organiza­ 
tion. 
Three o t h e r concerns. C. H. 
Dexter and Sons, Inc., of Wind­ 
sor Locks, Conn., the J o h n A. 
Manning Co. of Troy, N. Y., and 
the Aldine Paper Co., a N e w 
York distributing concern, were 
enjoined from fixing prices, in­ 
terfering with domestic or for­ 
eign commerce, or from granting 
preferential treatment to t h e 
Dick Co. 
The five companies and six of 
their officers were fined a total 
of $99,000 by Judge Freed who 
ruled them guilty under an in­ 
dictment returned by the federal 
grand jury charging conspiracy 
to restrain trade, conspiracy to 
monopolize trade and monopol­ 
ization of trade.

for information concerning their 
sea duty to qualify for the state 
bonus. Jam es P. Shea, Pickaway 
County veterans service officer, 
emphasized Friday. 
The N avy does not have suffic­ 
ient derm al personnel to com­ 
ply with requests from a great 
number of Ohio navy veterans 
for such information, This also 
applies to Ohio vet* t ans of the 
Coast Guard and the Marines. 
Shea said. 
He explained that the major 
concern of veterans of the Navy, 
Coast Guard and Marines is due 
to Item ll on application Form 
No. I. which asks: 


“ State date of beginning and 


date of ending of each period 
of time between Dec. 7, 1941

ing any documents furnished up­ 
on separation, copies of official 
orders, and any other official or 
persona] papers or records." 
Shea explained that a n y of 
these papers which tend to sup­ 
port the veteran’s claim for for­ 


e ig n service should be submitt­ 
ed with the veteran’s application. 
“These are the only steps nec­ 
essary for such veterans to take 
in connection with the initial fil­ 
ing of their application," he em ­ 
phasized. 
When the applications are re­ 
ceived by the World War II Com­ 
pensation Fund in C ol u m b u s , 
Shea continued, a determination 
m ay be made on the basis of the 
facts presented.
